Origin and Checkered Career of the 
French Academy. 
The Institute of France had Its in­ 
ception In 1570, when there was found­ 
ed iii Paris by the French poet, Au 
tolne de Half, H literary and musical 
society, known as the Academy of the 
A aloin. 
Charles IX. granted it letters 
patent on .Nov. 20, IT#70, na the Acade­ 
my of Poetry and Music.

ever, no stability. Attacked upon every 
occasion and criticise,! by Its oppo- 
neats, its members ceased to meet aft­ 
er l.»84.
